The Winnipeg Airport Incident (Friday Morning) 

In this session, Canadian researcher Peter Whitmey shares the story of Richard 
Giesbrecht, a civilian who overheard a conversation in an airport lounge in Winnipeg 
in February of 1964. The conversation allegedly involved a number of persons who 
expressed concerns over "how much Oswald's wife might know." Giesbrecht strongly 
believed one of the persons in the lounge was David Feme. Whitmey will also discuss 
a man by the name of "Isaacs," who, according to a right-wing reporter named Paul 
Scott, was the mastermind behind a plot to overthrow the federal government A plot 
which allegedly involved members of LBJ*s cabinet - McNamara, Rostow, Cleveland, 
and others.

Two Views of the Zapruder Film (Friday Night) 

In this session, two experts on the photographic evidence give their interpretations of 
the Zapruder Film. Researcher Robert Momingstar believes U.S. intelligence 
operatives doctored the film using "Gestalt editing" techniques to subliminally shape 
the visual perceptions of the viewer. Robert Groden, on the other hand, believes the 
film is essentially unedited, with the exceptions of several obvious splices.

Postmortem on the Medical Evidence (Sunday Morning) 

In this session. 4 physicians and a Professor of Philosophy present a philisophico- 
sdentific analysis of the medical evidence in the JFK case. Dr. David Mantik, a 
physician and physicist, will review his original research in the areas radiographic, 
ballistic, and photographic evidence. Dr. Randy Robertson, a licensed radiologist, will 
review the x-rays, which he believes, provide scientific proof that JFK was hit in the 
head by 2 bullets - one originating from behind and one from in front of the 
presidential motorcade. James Fetzer, a Professor of Philosophy, will examine the 
JAMA report from a perspective of scientific reasoning. Lastly, Drs. Gary Aguilar and 
Doug DeSalles will provide a summary of the evidentiary discrepancies in the official 
versions of JFK's wounds.

30 years after the death of 

President John F. Kennedy, the debate rages on. In 
1979, the House Select Committee on Assassinations 
concluded that his murder was probably the result 
of a conspiracy, sealed its investigative files on the 
case for 50 years, and in so doing, laid the 

groundwork for a decade of speculation. In late 

•91. Oliver Stone's film ’JFK" drew a new set of 
battlelines over the issue, clearly separating those 
who defend the official findings of the Warren 
Commission, and those who defend historical 

revisions as a way of correcting the public record. 

Today, the case arguably stands as the most 
carefully-studied, most contentious, and most 
political issue of our time. More persons 
understand the basic issues in the case, and more 
have opinions on what they think happened - 
before, during and after Dealey Plaza. Stone's 
critics also claim his film will convert many video- 
addicted youths to the pro-conspiracy sentiment 
supposedly now shared by a majority of Americans. 

Unfortunately, the lack of government involvement 
in the case since the '79 HSCA has created a void 
filled by an array of unofficial experts, some of 
whom lack the credentials to sit in judgement on 
the evidence as it now stands. And the books, 600 
and counting, continue to roll off the presses. It can 
be argued that the political impact of independent 
research, which did so much to sustain the case over 
the years, has reached a point of diminishing 
marginal returns, and cannot move the issue back 
into the official investigative arena without help. 
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Opponents rlaim there’s no need for a new 
investigation, and justifiably cite the findings of the 
autopsy as well as the House Select Committee s 
general inability to disprove the lone-gunmen 
thesis. At stake are the reputations and legitimacy 
of the institutions allegedly involved in the crime 
and a cover-up. And lost in the shadow of the case 
have been the Robert Kennedy and Martin Luther 
King cases, both earmarked by unfinished business.

The Robert Kennedy case has 

been quietly active in recent years. In ’88, the 
LAPD, FBI, and LA District Attorney files on RFK's 
murder were released. This in turn, prompted a 
formal appeal to a Grand Jury to investigate alleged 
willful misconduct by the LAPD in its handling of 
the case. Activists hope such an investigation will 
eventually lead to a closer examination of the 
evidence and the case for a larger plot to kill RFK. 
As a result, a portion of the proceeds from this 
conference will be donated to the Inquiry and 
Accountability Foundation to monitor an LA Grand 
Jury, pay investigators, and fund technological tests 
needed to enhance the prospects of re-opening the 
case. 



The Martin Luther King case 

also stands to be renewed, given some funding and 
grass-roots support. Those calling for a new 
investigation rlaim the current evidence debunks 
the FBI and HSCA notions that James Earl Ray 
either acted alone, or was enticed by bounty money 
allegedly put up by a group of St Louis racists. In 
addition, a number of persons have since come 
forward and either confessed to a role in a bigger 
plot to kill Dr. King, or knowledge of such a plot. 

Like the RFK case, funding will be needed to enlist 
investigators, conduct neutron activation tests to 
analyze ballistic evidence, and mount grass-roots 
campaigns designed to obtain the release of the 
Martin Luther King investigative files compiled by 
the HSCA. 

At a time of renewed interest in the political 
violence of the 60’s, this conference represents the 
largest group of expert critics and advocates ever 
assembled to discuss the evidence and investigative 
issues now before us. Among our guest speakers 
are 5 former members of the *79 House Select 
Committee on Assassinations staff, a former Warren 
Commission Assistant Counsel, 13 experts on 
domestic and foreign intelligence operations, and 
1 1 experts on medical evidence - 8 of whom are 
licensed physicians. More than half of our guests 
hold doctoral or law degrees, and most of them 
have been studying the JFK, RFK, and MLK cases 
for 20-30 years.

The Hobert F. Kennedy Cue 

There's no doubt that RFK's convicted assassin held a "smoking gun" at the scene of 
the crime. But many believe the local police ignored leads that indicated Sirhan may 
not have acted alone. Fueling the argument is the LAPD's alleged destruction of 
physical evidence in the case - 2400 photos and 3000 taped interviews. In this session, 
panelists discuss the case for a larger plot and the conduct of the LAPD's investigation.

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The John F. Kennedy Case: Ttvo View e of the Medical Evidence 

No aspect of the JFK case is as crucial as the medical evidence. Warren Commission 
advocates cite the findings of the autopsy as proving JFK was struck from behind by 
two shots. Critics claim the testimony of emergency room personnel indicates at least 
one shot came from in front of/he motorcade, thus making a case for multiple 
gunmen and conspiracy at the point of execution. Other evidence such as the X-rays 
and the Zap ruder Film is also in dispute. In this session, a team of physicians, headed 
by Dr. George Lundberg (JAMA), state the views of JFK autopsy physicians Drs. 
Humes, Finck, and Boswell. A team of critics will then present an opposing viewpoint. 
Q&A and rebuttal will be allowed under the control of an independent moderator. 

Our Public Inquests: A Look Back and Ahead 

In a time of economic hardship and polarized ideology, can we assume another act of 
political violence will not occur in our lifetime? Are we naive to expect our inquests to 
deter similar acts? After four inquiries, and thousands of interviews, depositions, and 
documents, we continue to debate the merit of our official investigations. In this^jfy. ' 
session, former HSCA staffers, a Warren Commission Assistant Counsel, and a political 
scientist discuss the accomplishments, limitations, and lessons of those hearings.

How can we make use of the ideas and revelations of this conference, and where do we 
go from here? In this session, panelists piece together a plan for using our resources 
to petition our leaders for new investigations. 










REV. JAMES L. BEVEL is a minister, civil rights activist and 
former strategist and aide to Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., who 
was with MLK at the time of his assassination in Memphis. He 
is also a co-fbunder of the International Civil Rights Movement 
and the Board Chairman for the Chicago-based Students of 
Education and Economic Development. 

WALT BROWN, Ph.D. is an historian and former FBI Agent 
He is the author of The People vs. Let Harvey Oswald , in which 
he refutes what he believes would have been the prosecution's 
10-point against Oswald, had he survived and been tried. 
Walt is now a History Professor at Ramapo College, where he 
leaches a course on the JFK assassination. 

JOHN H. DAVIES is the author of Mafia Kmgfish, which j 
explores the possible role of Carlos Marcello in the murder of 
JFK. He's been investigating mafia involvement in the 
assassination for the past 12 years, and has appeared on over 
150 radio and TV shows. He became interested in the mafia 
while studying at the Italian Institute for Historical Studies on 
a Fulbright Scholarship. 

JAMES A. DIEUGENIO is the author of Destiny Betrayed : JFK, 
Cuba, and the Garrison Case - the most recent analysis of the 
Clay Shaw trial. Jim based his book on 10 years of research, 
and is also one of only a few poisons allowed to review the 
transcript of the trial. 'Both Clay Shaw and the Garrison case were 
much more complex than is publicly believed,' says DiEugcnio. 

ROGER B. FEINMAN, J J). is a former CBS employee who 
assisted in the production of the * CBS News Roundup With 
Dallas Townsend ." During his tenure, he also consulted the '60 
Minutes' staff for an assassination story that was later killed by 
CBS senior management. Roger is an expert on the JFK 
medical evidence and the legal aspects of FOIA research. 

GAETON J. FONZI is a journalist and former HSCA staff 
member who investigated the role of exiled Cuban groups in 
the JFK case. He subsequently wrote a feature article for the 
Washingtonian magazine describing the political limitations of 
the HSCA hearings. Gaeton is the author of Armenberg: 

Biography of Power. 

MICHAEL GOLDSMITH, J.D. is a former HSCA Staff 
Counsel and Assistant U.S. Attorney. He is now Vice 
Chairman of the ABA Criminal Justice Section (RICO 
Committee) and a Law Professor at Brigham Young 
University where he teaches courses on RICO, cri m i n al 
procedure, evidence, and complex c ri minal investigations. 

JACK GORDON, EdJ>. is a lecturer and former college 
professor who has been studying the JFK, RFK, and MLK 
cases for nearly 20 years. He was a member of the committee 
appointed by LA. Mayor Tom Bradley to identify the LAPD 1 * 
RFK files to be released to the California State Archives, and 
also a signatory for the Grand Jury appeal to re-open the case. 

BURT W. GRIFFIN is a Judge for Court of Common Pleas in 
Cleveland and a former Warren Commission Assistant 
Counsel. He was responsible for investigating the activities of 
Jack Ruby to determine if his shooting of Oswald was part of a 
conspiracy, how he got into to the basement of the Dallas 
Police Headquarters, and what his ties were to the 
underworld. 



LAWRENCE W. HAAPANEN, PhJD., is a college professor 
and researcher who has studied the JFK case and the '60 U-2 
incident since '67. Much of his analysis has dealt with our 
government’s response to political violence and the resulting 
credibility gap. " Democracy is essentially a communication process' , 
he says, 'if its going to work , the parties involved have to talk.' 

PAUL L. HOCH, PhJD. is a first generation researcher and 
Warren Commission critic. He has studied the JFK case since 
'64, focusing primarily on the area of physical evidence. Paul 
is the author of the Echoes of Conspiracy researcher's newsletter 
and co-author of The Assassinations: Dallas and Beyond. 

JOHN JUDGE is co-fbunder of the Committee for an Open 
Archive and an expert on the secret history of Uff. intelligence 
agencies. He has researched political assassinations, covert 
operations and hidden historical developments since '68. 

Much of his work has focused on links between the characters 
and funding in the political violence of the 60's. 

ROBERT BLAIR KAISER is a former award-winning foreign 
correspondent for Time magazine and reporter for the New 
York Times. His book, RFK Must Die, is an exhaustive 654-page 
examination of the Robert Kennedy case. His adamant "anti- 
second gun" viewpoint is based on many hours of personal 
interviews with RFK's assassin Sirhan Sirhan. 

JOHN LATl'lMER, MJD. Sc J). is a Professor Emeritus at the 
Columbia University Medical School, the author of Kennedy Id 
Lincoln : Medical and Ballistic Comparisons of Their Assassinations, 
and the first private expert allowed to view JFK's autopsy 
photos and clothing. He was a Doctor at the Nuremberg 
Trials and did ballistics research for the Army in WW1I. 

JAMES EL LESAR, J J). is President of the Assassination 
Archives and Research Center, Washington, a public 
repository for records on American assassinations. An 
accomplished Freedom of Information (FOIA) lawyer, Jim 
also provides legal assistance to researchers trying to obtain 
information from government agencies via FOIA requests. 

DAVID S. I.TFTON is an expert on the JFK medical evidence 
and the activities of Lee Harvey Oswald. He was the first to 
devise a thesis for reconciling the conflicting descriptions of 
JFK's wounds by personnel in Dallas and Bethesda, and the 
first to introduce evidence which suggested the body was 
intercepted and altered prior to autopsy. David is the author 
of Best Evidence and was a technical advisor on " Marina's Story.' 

EDWIN J. LOPEZ, JJD. is a former HSCA staff investigator 
who compiled a 575-page report on the activities of Lee 
Harvey Oswald in Mexico City. The report is finally expected 
to be declassified and released in its entirety sometime in *95 
through the recent JFK Records Legislation AcL 

GEORGE D. LUNDBERG, M.D. is a Forensic Pathologist and 
the Editor of the Journal of the American Medical Association 
-JAMA Dr. Lundberg coordinated a scries of interviews in 
*92 with Drs. Humes, Finck, and Boswell - the physicians who 
conducted JFK's autopsy. The interviews then formed the 
basis for an article in JAMA's May '92 issue and prompted 
immediate reports on the major TV news broadcasts. 

PHILIP H. MELANSON, Ph.D. is a professor of Political 
Science and a specialist in the study of political violence. He ii 
Director of the RFK Assassination Archives at Southeastern 
Massachusetts University and author of 5 books, including The 
Politics of Protection, The U.S. Secret Service m the Terrorist Age, 
The Robert F. Kennedy Assassination, and The Mwddn Conspiracy: 
An Inquiry Into The Assassination Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 



MARC MICOZZI, M.D. PhJD. is the Director of the National 
Museum of Health and Medidne in Washington, D.C. He is a 
former college Instructor in Pathology and an Adjunct 
Professor of Pathology at the Uniformed Services University of 
the Health Sciences. He recently authored an article in JAMA 
titled Lincoln, Kennedy Id the Autopsy. 

WALLACE MILAM has studied the JFK medical evidence 
since '66 and has given over 400 public lectures on the subject. 
He was also a consultant to the 79 HSCA. *We have 3 versions 
of JFK's wounds ", says Milam, " Parkland the autopsy, and the X- 
rays. Until this dilemma is resolved, the findings of the Warren 
Commission should he questioned ." 

ROBERT MORROW worked as a contract employee for the 
CIA from '59 to *64 in conjunction with the Cuban exile 
movement. His bestselling book Betrayal , recounts his 
experience during that period. He is also the author of The 
Senator Must Die and First Hand Knowledge , which is his account 
as a participant in an alleged CIA plot to kill JFK. 

JOHN M NEWMAN, PhD. is the author JFK and Vietnam : 
Deception, Intrigue Id the Struggle for Power , and an expert on 
Soviet, Chinese Communist, East Asian, and Vietnam War 
history. The basic premise of his book - that the top-secret 
documentary record suggests that JFK secretly planned to 
withdraw from Vietnam without victory, was also a primary 
storyline for Oliver Stone's movie m JFK 9 

CARL OGLESBY was a co-founder of the Assassination 
Information Bureau, which is credited for spurring the 
Congressional investigation of the 70's that reversed the 
conclusion* of the Warren Commission. He is the author The 
Yankee and Cowboy War, The JFK Assassination : The Facts and 
The Theories, Who Killed JFK?, and Containment and Change. 

JERRY POLICOFF has been studying the JFK assassination 
since *66, focusing on the HSCA hearings and the media's 
coverage of the case. He's written articles on the case for the 
Village Voice, Rolling Stone, the New York Times, the Washington 
Star, and New Times. Jerry did as much reporting on the 
HSCA hearings as any reporter in the country in the 70V 

ANDY PURDY, J.D. is a former Federal Prosecutor and 
HSCA Senior Staff Counsel on the JFK medical evidence and 
the activities of Jack Ruby. He's also been a News Producer 
for m CBS Nightwatch " and an Associate Producer for NBC News 
* First Camera ." Andy was a Counsel to the '82 House Ethics 
Committee Page Sex and Drug Scandal Investigation and the 
*89 Senate Impeachment Trial of Judge Walter Nixon. 

JANE RUSCONI was the Research Coordinator for Oliver 
Stone's movie *JFK* and is currendy serving in the same 
capacity for the upcoming movie * Marina's Story. m She is also 
the Editor of JFK- The Book of the Film. Much of Jane's 
research has focused on the background of Oswald. 

DICK RUSSELL is the author of new book The Man Who Knew 
Too Much - an unauthorized autobiography of Richard Case 
Nagell, an alleged double agent who was ordered by Soviet 
intelligence to kill Oswald in late '65. Dick began studying the 
JFK assassination in 75, and has written articles on the case 
for the Village Voice , New Times, Harper's Weekly, and Argosy. 

GUS RUSSO is an independent researcher for Frontline who 
has studied the JFK case since '68. In that time, he ha* made 
dozens of FOIA requests, interviewed hundred's of witnesses, 
and contributed to articles in Newsweek, U.S. News and World 
Report, and Esquire. He was also an advisor on Oliver Stone's 
*JFK* and Jack Anderson's documentary on the JFK case. 



DAVID E. SCHEIM, PhJ). has been studying mafia links to 
the JFK and RFK cases since 75. His book Contract on America: 
The Mafia Murder of JFK , was a best seller in the U.S., Canada, 
and Great Britain. David ha* also served on the Board of 
Advisors of the Assassination Archives and Research Center. 

PETER DALE SCOTT, PhD. is a political analyst and author. 
Much of his work has dealt with international relations and 
pampolitia - the exploitation of unacknowledged political 
processes. Among his books are Crime and Cover-Up, The 
Politics of Escalation in Vietnam, and The Assassinations : Dallas 
and Beyond. His next book. Deep Politics and the Death of JFK , is 
due in late 

WAYNE S. SMITH, PhD. is a former State Department 
employee and current Senior Fellow at the Center for 
International Policy. He is a member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations and an expert on U.S.-Cuba relations. 
Wayne is now writing a book on the JFK case titled The

EUGENE (FRED) STURGES JD. is a former political activist 
and member of the Committee to Investigate Political 
Assassinations (CLP A). Between 75 and 76, he was involved in 
CIPA fundraising and public relations activities, and also 
organized many press conferences for CIPA causes. 

ANTHONY SUMMERS is an author and TV journalist. He 
ha* worked for the Swiss Broadcasting Corporation and the 
BBC, covering Vietnam and Middle East warfare in the 70's 
for Britain's public affairs programs *24 Hours " and 
" Panorama Tony is the author of Conspiracy and the producer 
of the film T he Kennedy Assassination. : What We Know Now that 
We Didn't Know Then. 9 

ROBERT TANENBAUM, JD. is a former HSCA Deputy 
Counsel who resigned his position early in the proceedings 
due to political complications. *Wt were prepared to move 
wherever the facts led 9 , he says. m If evidence showed that Oswald 
acted alone, then so be it If it showed that CIA/anti-Castw groups 
played a part, we intended to report it without political shadings ." 

He's written several books on his life as a prosecutor, among 
them No Lesser Plea, Reversible Error, and Immoral Certainty. 

JOSIAH THOMPSON, PhD. is the author of the book Six 
Seconds m Dallas, a ground-breaking examination of the Dealey 
Plaza evidence in the JFK case. Published in *66, much of the 
information in "Six Seconds" continues to serve as the basis for 
the argument against the findings of the Warren Commission. 

WILLIAM TURNER is a journalist, former FBI agent, and 
expert on the paramilitary right. He also ran and lost a bid 
for a congressional seat as an "assassination conspiracy” 
candidate in California's '68 Democratic primary. His Book* 
include Hoover's FBI, Invisible Witness, and as co-author. The 
Assassination of Robert F. Kennedy, and Deadly Secrets. 

MICHAEL H. WEST, DDS. is the Deputy Medical Examiner 
Investigator of Forrest County, Mississippi. He is a Fellow of 
the American Academy of Forensic Science and a Certified 
Crime Scene Analyst. Dr. West has done extensive analysis of 
the Zapruder film, which he believes, indicates all shots fired 
at JFK came from the rear of the presidential motorcade. 

CYRIL H. WECHT, MD. JD. is a Forensic Pathologist and 
an active medical-legal consultant, author, and lecturer. Dr. 
Wecht is a first generation Warren Commission critic and the 
first to publicly reveal JFK's brain was missing from national 
archives in 72. He was also a consultant to Dr. Thomas 
Naguchi, who performed the autopsy on Robert Kennedy.
